You will see that these three pages contain four silver coins and one gold, which means that while 
the issue price is rather higher than usual collectors are getting good value for money. You may, 
however, pay in two instalments if you prefer, with your album being sent on receipt of the second 
instalment. 


3. At the Twentieth session of the FAO Conference in November 1979, a resolution was unanimously 
passed which declared that a World Food Day would be observed every year on 16 October, the 
anniversary of the founding of the Food and Agriculture Organization of the United Nations. One 
means by which nations may mark the first World Food Day on 16 October 1981 will be by the issue of 
special coins, both circulating and commemorative. 


4. Hungary, one country which sponsored the World Food Day resolution, was the first to announce 

its participation with a 100 forint coin. Other countries which have already indicated their interest 
in striking for World Food Day include Cameroon, Czechoslovakia, Haiti, Isle of Man, Poland, San Marino 
and the Sovereign Order of Malta, 1981 will be numismatically a most exciting year for FAO coin 
collectors. 


Ds In para 2 you will have seen that the new album will contain 5 and 600 baht coins from Thailand, 
These coins, illustrated below, were issued on 12 August 1980 on the occasion of Queen Sirikit's 
birthday, and are of particular interest to collectors of both FAO coins and medals since the 
portrait of the Queen on the obverse is that used for the Ceres medal in her honour released in March 
1979 and featured in Newsletter 25 of 29 June, Also illustrated below are stamps issued by Thailand 
featuring the Queen Sirikit medal,

6. The latest FAO Ceres medal, illustrated overleaf, commemorates the 35th anniversary of FAO, The 
obverse reproduces a Roman Denarius issued by the moneyer L, Furius Cn, f. Brocchus in the year 63 B.C, 
depicting the Roman goddess Ceres and an ear of wheat, while the reverse shows the FAO building and 
emblem in the foreground with the principal Roman monuments in the background, Designed by Sergio 
Giandomenico, the leading Italian artist responsible for the recent Italian 100 and 200 lire FAO 
coins, the medal was struck at the Picchiani & Barlacchi Mint in Florence in 50 mm bronze and silver 
(50 grs) 28 mm silver (17 grs) and 28 mm 18 ct gold, and may be ordered by means of the form on page 4. 


ihe Collectors will note that the 50 mm silver medal contains more silver than any other struck this 
year in this diameter: nonetheless we are holding to the same price as that asked for the lighter 
medals. In Newsletter 27 we guaranteed to hold medal prices until 31 May, and we have in fact held 

them up to the present in spite of the rising price of gold, Unfortunately, as from 1 November we have 
had to increase prices for gold medals to $360. These prices are now guaranteed until 31 December 1980, 


8. Clive Stannard has taken over as Chief of the FAO Money and Medals Programme with effect from

Day symbol. We are now showing it below, since numismatists will find this 
symbol repeated on different countries’ coinage and stamps for many years to 


come. 





Dx 1981 has been designated by the UN General Assembly as the International 
Year of Disabled Persons, with the aims of promoting the rights of disabled 
persons to participate fully in the social life and development of the societies 
in which they live, to enjoy living conditions equal to those of other citizens, 
and to an equal share in the improvements in living conditions resulting from 
social and economic development. To mark this Year the FAO Medal Programme 

has issued a medal designed by Giorgio Massimi, a young disabled Italian artist, 
and sculpted with the assistance of Luciano Zanelli. Giorgio Massimi lives in 
a small self-supporting community centre for disabled youngsters in a village 
south of Rome, and started his career in ceramics before becoming interested in 
medallic art. 


Ts The medal, illustrated overleaf, stresses by the beekeeping theme of the 
obverse the dignity and ability of disabled persons who work; by emphasising 

the protective clothing of the beekeeper the artist has depicted someone 
independent of sex or nationality. The reverse shows the bees in a cellular 
structure, the IYDP emblem and the inscription 'Full Participation and Equality' 
to emphasize that, although different, all people have a role to play in society. 
Struck at the Picchiani and Barlacchi Mint of Florence, the medals are available 
in 50 mm bronze and 50 gr silver, and 28 mm 18 ct gold, and may be ordered by 
means of the order form attached.

The obverse shows the haunting and powerful 
face of hunger personified, a reminder to all of the basic human right to 
food, which is as fundamental as the right to life itself. The thorns 
below the head symbolize suffering and drought. In sharp contrast, the 
reverse shows a field of ripe wheat in a land of plenty. Ears of wheat 
in the foreground recall the FAO symbol and its motto 'Fiat Panis' - 'Let 
there by Bread'. The medal has been beautifully struck by the Italian 
State Mint with its usual expertise, and can be ordered using the form on 
page 6.

The sculptor, Professor Pietro Annigoni, is one of the most 
famous contemporary artists. Born in Milan and now living in Florence, 
he is known as the 'Painter of Queens' for his portraits of royalty, 
especially his portrait of Her Majesty Queen Elizabeth II of Great 
Britain. Among his greatest works are the frescoes in the Abbey of 
Montecassino and in the church of Ponte Buggianese in the Tuscan 
countryside.

4, To mark the first World Food Day, FAO issued a series of three 
medals. The first, illustrated in Newsletter 31, was sculpted by 
Professor Pietro Annigoni and issued on 16 October 1981 itself as part of 
the celebrations for the occasion. The other two, in the order in which 
they were issued, are by the sculptors Marcello Tommasi and Alessandro 
Caetani. Both medals are available in bronze 50 mm, silver .925 50 mm, 
and gold .750 28 mm. Each medal is issued with a certificate of guarantee 
and orders will be filled on a strictly sequential basis. 





Be The medal shown above was struck from models prepared by 
Professor Marcello Tommasi. The obverse depicts a number of fishermen 
pulling at a net, as a symbol of international cooperation and of the 
Spirit which must unite all peoples in a common effort to increase food 
production. The reverse shows the results of such cooperation by the 
abundance of the catch spilling from the opened net. 


6% - The medal shown below was struck from the models of Professor 
Alessandro Caetani. It expresses the necessity of all peoples to increase 
their efforts to develop their animal resources for both food and energy. 
The obverse shows a scene of family life in the developing world, and an 
FAO expert bent over a microscope, intent on assisting in improving milk 
production. The reverse shows the use of animal power in ploughing rice 
fields.

., One important part of FAO's work is analysing likely developments 
in all fields of food and agriculture, so that its Member Governments may 
take urgent decisions to increase future supplies of food. An important 
new study called "Agriculture: Toward 2000" has recently been published, 
and tries to outline feasible future developments. 


Gi. By 2000, there will be six thousand million people in the world; 
they will need 50 to 60% more food than the population of 1980, especially 
in the developing countries, where such needs will double. 


F. But it is not only food which matters. There is a real and growing 
crisis in firewood in many of the developing countries, as serious for those 
who do not have oil or the money to buy fuels such as parafine or gas, as 

the oil crisis in the developed countries. In fact, fuelwood needs are 
expected to double by the end of the century, and, unless something is 
urgently done to increase the supply of fuelwood, three thousand million 
people will not have enough to cook their food properly, with serious 
nutritional and health consequences. 


8. To draw worldwide attention to the worsening fuelwood situation and 
to the need for intensified tree planting, FAO's latest medal on the theme 
"Agriculture: Toward 2000" is dedicated to Forestry for Development. The 
obverse of the medal showing a woman cooking over an open fire is an everyday 
Scene in the developing world. The reverse symbolises the need for rational 
forest management and increased firewood production by the new growth issuing 
from an old tree-stump. 


9. The medal was designed by Professor Franco Verroca, a wellknown 
Italian sculptor who has spent much of the past few years in Africa, where 
his sculptures and frescoes can be seen in many churches.

2. The final two pages of the World Food Day collection will be available 
at the beginning of March. As we told you in Newsletter 33, these two 
pages contain four crowns in 925 silver from Bhutan, Gambia, the Maldives 
and Mauritius, all struck at the British Royal Mint. The coins, 
illustrated on page 3, have diameters of 38.61 mm and weigh 28.28 grams. 
The mintage is only 10,000 per coin, and the denominations are as follows:

3. The Royal Mint has struck a set of proof collector coins marking 
World Food Day. This proof set consists of coins of different 
denominations, designs, weights and sizes from Bhutan, the ECCA, Nepal, 
Gambia, Maldives, Malta, Mauritius, Seychelles and Swaziland; the 
reverses are dedicated to the theme of World Food Day, while each 

coin features the WFD symbol. We will be sending you further 
information shortly on how to order this beautifully crafted set. 

A leather presentation case will house the complete collection of 
proof World Food Day coins, including those from Tonga and the Order 
of Malta (pictured below). POY IVT 





4. A new binder with 3-4 pages is planned for issue in May and will 
contain a selection of coins from Burma, Bhutan, Comoros, Cuba, Egypt, 
Hungary, India, Nepal, San Marino, Thailand and Turkey. We will be 
giving you more details in the next Newsletter, but are illustrating 
overleaf the interesting bimetal 500 lire of San Marino, struck in 
1,895,000 pieces by the Italian State Mint. This coin has identical 
specifications to the 500 lire bimetal Italian coin issued earlier in

1982, having an acmonital border with a bronzital core, weighing 

6.8 grams and with a diameter of 25.8 mm. The design shows a farmer 
teaching sowing techniques to a labourer, while the tractor in the 
background illustrates how modern farming methods can increase 
agricultural production. The initials 'FAO' appear under the tractor. 





5. In Newsletter 33 we illustrated the first medal in the triptych 
‘Agriculture: Toward 2000' on the theme of ‘Forestry for Development’. 


6. Water Resources is the theme of the second medal. Apart from 
land itself, water is perhaps the most important of all factors in 
agriculture. Without water plants cannot survive, let alone thrive, 
but with adequate quantities yields can be increased and more than one 
crop a year can be grown. The obverse of the medal symbolizes the 
multiple uses of water, for irrigation, freshwater fish farming and 
for drinking, while the reverse shows the high yields possible with 
irrigated agriculture. 


7. The medal, illustrated below, was designed by Gio Fiorenzi, who 
lives and works in Rome. She specializes in ceramic low-relief 
panels, which may be seen in many public and religious buildings 
throughout Italy. 








8. The last medal in the series stresses the need to increase the 
production of small farmers and to improve the distribution of their 
products. Increased food production will not alone eliminate hunger 
and under-nourishment; what is produced must be better shared and 
distributed. In this way small and landless farmers can increase 
their production and contribute to greater overall growth. The 
obverse of the medal features the planting out of paddy rice, 
symbolizing the high yields of which the small farmer is capable 
given the right conditions; the reverse continues this theme but 
underlines the fact that only with improved and equitable distribution 
will production be significantly increased. 


9. The medal was designed by Guido Canaletti, the President of the 
Italian Association for the Medallic Arts, who lives in Rome. He has 
designed medals on many themes, including a large number for sporting 
groups and organizations worldwide, and has taken part in many 
exhibitions in Italy and abroad. 


10. The Calendar Medal illustrated below is the latest in FAO's annual 
series illustrating various aspects of the Organization's work. The 
1983 medal is dedicated to the FAO Action Programme for the Prevention 
of Food Losses. 
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11. This Programme was established in 1977 to assist developing 
countries to plan and implement food loss reduction programmes. It 
concentrates on reducing post-harvest losses of staple foods such as 
foodgrains, roots and tubers. The Programme works through direct 
action projects, such as improving farm and village storage structures; 
providing small scale grain driers; improving pest control, and 
undertaking appropriate action at all levels of the marketing chain 
where serious losses occur through faulty organization or management. 


12. The obverse of the medal shows a scene of small-scale grain storage, 
at family level, in a developing country. The reverse carries a 1983 
calendar and, in six languages, the inscription ‘Prevention of Food 
Losses'. 


13. The 80 mm medal is available in bronze and 925 silver, weighing 
180 grams, and comes in an elegant presentation case complete with 
stand, and an illustrated booklet on the Prevention of Food Losses 
Programme, which also contains the guarantee. 


14. As readers will probably know, the 1982 Nobel Peace Prize was 
awarded to the former Swedish Minister of State, Alva Myrdal. 


15. In 1976 FAO issued a medal featuring Alva Myrdal, as part of its 
series highlighting the crucial role of women in social and economic 
development by portraying distinguished contemporaries as Ceres, the 
Roman goddess of agriculture. 


16. Sculpted by the British artist Geoffrey Clarke, the medal reverse 
depicts grains of wheat growing out of a broken tank, a contemporary 
symbol for Alva Myrdal's lifelong attempt to beat swords into plowshares. 


17. The medal was struck by the Royal Mint, London, and we have a few 
left of the 63 mm bronze and bronze-gilt versions. The price for 
either version is $20, the same as that of our present series of bronze 
medals.

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5. UN/FAO WORLD FOOD PROGRAMME - TWENTIETH ANNIVERSARY 


The UN/FAO World Food Programme (WFP) was founded in 1963 with the principle 
objective of using food to stimulate and increase social and economic develop- 
ment. Another very important aim is to help the victims of all sorts of 
emergency and catastrophe. 


Over the past twenty years the World Food Programme has given more than 
7,000 million dollars worth of assistance through projects in well over 100 
countries. The kind of projects vary greatly, as follows: | 


Agricultural Development: Land improvement schemes; resettlement of 
refugees; dairy and livestock development; 
basic grain production. 


Human Resources: Food for pregnant women, mothers, students and 
schoolchildren; literacy campaigns, to improve 
the health and skills of the next generation. 


Community Development, The construction of houses, schools and roads, 
Public Works and Industry urban improvement, and increasing the 
productivity of workers. 


Emergencies: Apart from such projects, a proportion of the 
WFP's resources is allocated each year to 
victims of natural and manmade disasters. 


6. To commemorate the World Food Programme's Twentieth Anniversary, FAO has 
issued a medal by Angelo Grilli, one of Italy's most outstanding sculptors. ° 
The obverse shows a child, with the fruits of the earth in its hair as a 
symbol of the potential richness of the world. The reverse symbolizes the 
World Food Programme in the figure of a nursing mother. 





7. THIRTY-FIFTH ANNIVERSARY OF THE UNIVERSAL DECLARATION OF HUMAN RIGHTS 


7. Thirty-five years after its adoption and proclamation by the General 
Assembly of the United Nations, the Universal Declaration of Human Rights 
remains the common standard of achievement for all people. 


Included in the Universal Declaration is the right to be free from 
hunger, since without this, the rights to life and health and to the 
other rights given in the Universal Declaration cannot be enjoyed. 


The inclusion of the right to be free from hunger reflects a fundamental 
change in human attitudes. The supply of adequate food is no longer left 
to the whims of nature and the decrees of fate, but is universally 
recognised as a RIGHT which the international community must satisfy. 


8. FAO has taken practical steps to implement this right by promoting food 
production, improving nutritional standards and developing rural 
institutions and processing and marketing facilities. However, despite 
FAO's efforts and the fact that the principles embodied in the Universal 
Declaration have gained worldwide recognition, over 400 million people do 
not yet have freedom from hunger. There is still much to be done, and 
humanity cannot claim to have achieved its full dignity until the principles 
embodied in the Universal Declaration are a reality for all. 


9. To mark the thirty-fifth anniversary of the Universal Declaration of 
Human Rights, FAO has issued a medal by Ettore Calvelli, the well-known 
sculptor who has already designed several beautiful medals for the Medal 
Programme. The obverse shows hands receiving a basket full of the riches 
of the earth and the faces of a child, woman and man, symbolizing the right 
of everyone to adequate food. The inscription ‘Food, a basic human right' 
is inscribed round the edge. The reverse features the FAO symbol and the 
inscription 'thirty-fifth anniversary of the universal declaration of human 
rights' above a sheaf of wheat and fruits.

2. As you can see from the coin photographs, several of these bear a fisheries 
theme. They have been specially issued to mark the World Fisheries Conference, 
held in Rome from 27 June to 6 July this year. 


3. Under the new legal regime of the oceans, over 100 countries have extended 
their national jurisdiction over fisheries to 200 miles offshore, and the Conference 
is the first international step to examine the practical realities resulting from 
this extension. 


4, The Conference considered the changes needed in national fishery policies and 
management to take account of the new situation, and it is expected that, as a 
result, a fisheries management and development strategy at global, regional and 
national levels will be achieved, and agreement on action programmes for fisheries 
management and development, especially for small-scale fisheries and fisheries 
training. 


5. FAO is encouraging countries to draw attention to this important Conference 
through the issue of coins, and has arranged the emission, by twelve countries 
for which fisheries are of vital importance, of legal tender commemorative coins 
in cupronickel and proof sterling silver. These coins have been designed by 
Stuart Devlin, the Australian artist, and struck by the British Royal Mint, with 
the exception of the Portuguese coin, designed by Jose Aurélio and struck by the 
Portuguese National Mint. Each country's coin bears a design typical of its 
fisheries, so the collection illustrates fish and fishing boats characteristic of 
all the world's seas. 


6. The official FAO album containing the cupronickel version of the coins will 
be ready in late September. As well as these beautiful coins, it will include an 
interesting text on fisheries and a set of slides showing FAO's work in the 
fisheries sector around the world; there will also be a "World Fisheries Map". 


7. The set of 12 silver proof coins is available in an elegant presentation case 
with a silver-plated relief reproduction of the official medal issued for the 
World Fisheries Conference on the lid. Full technical details are included, as 
well as an official certificate of authenticity. 


8. The proof collection may be purchased either with one, two or four payments. 
Collectors who purchase with one payment will also receive a bronze version of 
the official medal issued for the Conference. When purchasing in two or four 
instalments, collectors will receive a part of the collection on receipt of each 
payment, with the presentation case being sent with the first coin shipment.

10. Cuba 5 pesos 1982 & 1983 Silver Proofs: for those of our collectors who are 
especially interested in proof coins, we offer the set of three silver proof coins 
issued by Cuba (the uncirculated versions are included in the green 1981/83 album). 
The proofs are rare,struck in about 1,000 pieces each, in pure silver 999 and 

weigh 12 gr, with a diametre of 30 mm. They come in a velvet-lined presentation 
case. As shown below, the two 1982 coins bear the theme of citrus fruit and cattle, 
and the 1983 coin a fisheries motive. The price is $45 and please use the order 
form on page 7. 
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11. As indicated in paragraph 7, a medal has been issued to mark the World 
Fisheries Conference. The obverse shows a school of tuna fish, while the reverse 
features the traditional fixed net (let down into the water on a crane), used 
above all for inland fishing. 


12. The medal is available in gold, silver and bronze, and can be ordered using 

the form on page 7. It was designed by Biagio Poidimani, who was born in a little 
fishing village in Sicily. He now lives in Rome and has taught, as professor, in 
the Academies of Fine Arts of Naples, Florence, Bologna and Rome. He is an honorary 
member of the National Sculpture Society of New York and has won many prizes both 

in Italy and abroad.

3. The two Algerian coins are restrikes ot earlier FAO coins, one with new year date, 
the other with modified design. The Bahrain 250 fils is the same design as the coin 
issued for FAO in 1969. The 1983 silver proof version is part of a set, issued by the 
Royal Mint in 15,000 pieces, but the cupronickel BU version included in the album has 
been minted especially for FAO in 3,000 pieces only. 


4. On 16 October 1985 FAO celebrates its 40th Anniversary. FAO is the Largest of 
the UN specialized agencies and, in fact, came into being eight days before the 
United Nations itself. There were 37 member nations at .its: founding in 1945, and 
there are now 156 members.

5. Forestry, one of FAO's three main sectors, is especially important in 1985. 

The 86th Session of the FAO Council proclaimed 1985 as the International Year of 

the Forest, to emphasize that forest conservation has become one of the greatest 
environmental problems, and that society cannot afford further damage and degradation 
to the world's forest resources. The 9th World Forestry Congress also took place in 
Mexico in July this year. 


6. Various countries have or will issue coins with themes relating to the 40th Anni- 
versary, or to forestry, or both; we now illustrate the first such coins: Hungary 20 
and 100 forint 1984 (both proof), showing the logo of the World Forestry Congress. 

The inscriptions read:"if you cut down trees, replant" (100 forint) and "protect the 
forest" (20 forint). Sudan's 20 piastre coin shows an Arabic gum tree and carries 

the inscription, "fight desertification to save Life" and "FAO, 40th Anniversary". 
Future issues with 1985 dates so far include coins from Bhutan, Cuba, Cyprus, Hungary, 
India, Jamaica, Lebanon, Sweden, Thailand and Turkey, and they will be assembled in a 
special album. 





MEDALS 
7. AS a service to our medal clients, we attach as an annex a "mini medal catalogue", 
Listing and illustrating the FAO medals issued since 1980. 


8. World Food Day. It has become a tradition to organize, in a different country 
each year, a competition for models for the World Food Day medal. This year the 
competition took place in the Federal Republic of Germany, and was organized for FAO 
by the German Medal Society. The prize was won by Dr. Werner Niermann, an artist and 
a surgeon. A leaflet offering the medal, which is described and illustrated in the 
annex, will be sent out separately. 


9. International Year of the Forest. To mark this event a special series of six 

50 mm medals (struck both in bronze and silver) have been designed by artists training 
at the Medallic School of the Italian State Mint. Each medal carries a design and 
inscription particular to one of the world's regions. Only one 28 mm gold medal will 
be issued, designed by the artist Laura Cretara, Head of the School. A leaflet on 
this medal series will also be sent separately and you will find descriptions and 
illustrations in the annex as well.

the Forest". 





The Sudan coin marks both events at once, shows a gum arabica tree and the inscrip- 
tions, "fight desertification to save life", and "FAO's 40th Anniversary." 
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The Turkish 500 Lira shows the 40th Anniversary emblem superimposed on a hemisphere, 
here a symbolic bowl of food; the S000 Lira coin has the design of a "'tree of trees", 
and carries the inscription, "IX World Forestry Congress Mexico 1985", as well as the 
Logo both of the Congress and of the IYF.

FOOD AND AGRICULTURE ORGANIZATION OF THE UNITED NATIONS 


FAO Money Food for All 


FAO Money is the first international issue in 2,500 years of numismatic or monetary his- 
tory with a common theme: Food for All. Since the times of ancient Greece, countries have 
placed agricultural symbols on their coinage. But in our time the need to grow more food for 
an accelerating world population has assumed a new importance. In 1968, in response to this 
challenge, the FAO Money programme was launched, using national coinage in a unique edu- 
cational way to stress explicitly the need for increased food production. 

To date more than 75 countries have issued coins with the Food for All message, and 
over 1,800 million coins are in circulation. As symbols of Central Banks and Ministries of Fi- 
nance the coins already represent an important national commitment to agricultural develop- 
ment. In addition, they carry a small but insistent message which will pass from hand to hand 
over the period of a generation as a constant reminder of the need to grow more food. 

In response to requests from collectors, from those active in social and economic 
work, and from a wide circle of supporters in the United Nations family, FAO has made up two 
official collections of these Grow More Food coins: FAO Money Albums, and FAO Money 
Panels. 


FAO Money Albums 


The FAO Money Albums are a comprehensive collection of every FAO coin issued, 
housed in loose-leaf album format. The pages measure 8!/2 by 7 inches (22 by 17 cm) and 
are custom-made to hold the coins, usually eight or nine per page. Sliding plastic windows 
protect the coins, while allowing both sides to be seen. 

Three albums have been issued to date, containing all issues from 1968 to 1974. The 
first, in a red binder, was released page by page. The two pages of 1968 issues have long been 
sold out, and are only occasionally available. A very limited number of four-page albums re- 
main, containing the issues from 1969-1970. These will be offered only while the supply lasts. 

A blue binder contains four pages of issues from 1971-1973, and a green binder four 
pages of issues from 1974. These are offered complete. A grey binder with four pages of 
1975 issues is now in preparation, and will be issued in late 1975. This new album may be 
ordered in advance. 

The initial Album edition was limited to 10.000 worldwide. Recent pages have been is- 
sued in more limited quantity still, to allow more coins to be included in the Money Panel 
collection. 


FAO Money Panels 


FAO Money Panels contain a representative selection of FAO coins designed to pro- 
vide a lower-priced, attractive coin display for home or office. Each panel measures 11 by 
8'/2 inches (28 by 22 cm) and is finished in a different colour. 

To date, four panels have been issued in the regular edition, in a quantity of 10,000 
worldwide. Two limited editions have also been released, Panel 1A in 1,500 copies and Panel 
2A in 3,000 copies. These contain scarcer, high-value coins, and are designed for collectors 
who wish to combine the display concept with as complete a collection as possible. 

Two new panels are in preparation for release in late 1975, Panel 5 in the regular edition 
and Panel 3A in a limited edition of 2,000 copies. 
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An official collection with lasting value 


Proceeds from album and panel sales are devoted to FAO’s work, especially in helping 
to channel credit to small farmers. Their purchase is thus an important contribution to FAO’s 
Food for All aim. But in addition they are designed as an attractive coin collection which 
gives value for money. Thus for example the valuation of the 34 coins in Panels 1 and 2, listed 
as $72.65 in the 5th (1972) edition of R.S. Yeoman’s “ Current Coins of the World ”, had risen 
to $90.20 by the 6th (1974) edition. FAO expects the numismatic value of its collections to 
continue to appreciate, especially as the earlier coins become scarcer and harder to find. 

Above all, the albums and panels are intended as a living and growing collection, a du- 
rable record of mankind’s response to the most important challenge of our time: that of pro- 
viding food for a hungry world. 


Service to collectors 


Full technical details of the coins are sent to each Album or Panel owner, including size, 
weight, quantity of issue, design and inscription. In addition, collectors receive a periodical 
Newsletter with details of new coin issues and announcements of new album and panel col- 
lections. The FAO Money Office also answers individual queries whenever possible. 

Collectors of FAO Money also receive announcements of all new Ceres medals issued 
by FAO. These portray distinguished contemporary women as Ceres, the Roman goddess of 
agriculture, with the purpose of drawing attention to the important role of women in agricul- 
tural development. Collector versions of each medal are struck in bronze. bronze-gilt, silver 
and gold. An illustrated booklet of the medals so far issued is available free on request.

This catalogue lists the FAO-inspired coins issued to date, illustrating the 14 Album 
pages issued to date and providing brief details of each coin. The Money Panels are also 
illustrated, with full details for each coin to be found under the relevant Album page.

flood, earthquakes, drought and hurricanes, refu- 
gees and displaced persons. The obverse shows the 
happy face of a child with the fruits of the earth 
in its hair as a symbol of the potential richness 
of the world; the reverse symbolizes the WFP in 
the figure of a nursing mother.

This medal won the competition for models for a 
World Food Day medal, organized by FAO and the 
British Art Medal Society in 1983. The obverse 
shows a rural scene, with a plough leaning against 
a tree; the reverse has a chain of human figures 
on it, to symbolize the necessity of cooperative 
effort in the struggle to free the world from 
hunger and malnutrition.

35th Anniversary of the Universal 
Declaration of Human Rights 

On 16 December 1948, the General Assembly of the - 
United Nations proclaimed the Universal Declaration 
of Human Rights; 35 years Later, this remains the 
common standard of achievement. The obverse shows 
three faces, a man, a woman and a child, looking 
out over a basket full of the fruits of the earth, 
symbolizing everyone's right to food. The reverse 
is a delicately-modelled flag of Liberty flying 
free in the wind, the FAO symbol and the inscription 
“thirty-fifth anniversary of the universal declara- 
tion of human rights" above a sheaf of wheat and 
fruits. 

8CuvoOtare Eotorewcalwelli, Ttaty

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FAO World Fisheries Conference 

This conference was the first international 
attempt to examine the practical realities of 
fisheries under the new legal regime of the oceans, 
resulting from the extension by over 100 countries 
of their national jurisdiction over fisheries to 
200 miles offshore. The obverse shows a school of 
tuna fish; the reverse a traditional fixed net 
(Let down into the water on a crane) used, above 
all, for inland fishing.

World Food Day 1984 

These designs won the annual competion for Wortd 
Food Day medals in 1984; it was organized for FAO 
vy the American Medallic Sculpture Association.

The 
reverse expresses the idea of preservation and 
‘rotection: a mother and child are seen through 
tne clear glass of the preserving bottle, and 
behind them city buildings; outside the bottle a 
scene of rural tranquility stretches away into 

the distance.

Science for Agriculture: Archimedes and Leonardo da Vinci 











This pair of medals were issued to honour two of the greatest geniuses 
of all time, underlining the importance of science both in the histori- 
cal development of agriculture, and in improving the agriculture of the 
future. 


Archimedes (ied 212 B.C.) was one of the 
greatest scientists of the ancient world, and 

is credited with a series of basic mathematical 
and geometrical discoveries. The obverse shows 
his portrait, modelled on the marble bust in 
Naples National Museum, considered to be the best 
likeness. The reverse shows an extrapolation of 
the spiral in the Archimedes’ screw and its uses, 


as a water-Lifting device, in agriculture. 


Leonardo da Vinci (1452-1519) was an 
artist whose work astounded his time, a polymath, 
a visionary whose dedication to the rigours of 
scientific investigation led him to Lengths to 
which no one had yet gone. The obverse shows his 
self portrait, the face of a man driven, tormented 
almost, by the thirst for knowledge. The reverse 
shows the plant, onithogallum umbellatum, which 
Leonardo studied extensively in order to under- 
stand the growth of plants, which Led to our first 
understanding of photosynthesis. Below is an 
imago of Leonardo's: a filletted plough with the 
inscription Gin his characteristic mirror writing) 
"Destinato rigore’'’, or ''Man's Destiny is Work’.

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Development for Peace 

Without the development of the economies of the 
poorest countries (above all, agricultural and 
rural development), the bases on which world 

peace must be built remain very shaky. Food 
shortages, economic problems and injustices will 
continue to lead to strife. But the enormous cost 
of arms in both the developed and developing world 
wastes Limited resources. By curbing the arms race, 
part of the resulting savings could be used in the 
developing countries themselves. The roots of 
peace are economic stability, the alleviation of 
poverty, increased food production, and sound 
development. The obverse shows a tree shooting 

up powerfully, symbolizing growth and cevelopment. 
On the reverse is a flock of sheep as a symbol of 
rural tranquility, peace and wealth.

In Support of Africa's Food Producers 

The food shortage which 21 African countries are 
facing is the result of the cumulative impact of 

a decade or more in which food production has 
failed to keep up with population growth; soils 
and rangelands have deteriorated, and the natural 
resilience of the rural people has worn down. 
While emergency relief is invaluable, rehabilita- 
tion is the only alternative to continuing emer- 
gency assistance; and it is the means of production 
which is most needed. The obverse shows a young 
woman Learning to drive a tractor, in Africa, the 
great majority of food producers are women. The 
reverse symbolizes the supply of crucial inputs to 
the African farmer (the two hands with the seed) 
who can turn them into production (the second pair 
of hands examining a seedling). 

World Food Day 1985 Sculptor: Sergio Giandomenico,Italy 
The 1985 World Food Day medal also celebrates FAQ's April 4985 (silver 60 gr - gold 12 gr) 
4Oth Anniversary. The annual competion for models 
was organized for FAO by the German Medal Society 
(Federal Republic of Germany). The obverse shows 
a path rumning between ancient gnarled olive trees, 
a symbol of continuity; the path is paved with what 
is perhaps the most urgent of messages today, 
"food comes first''. In the centre of the reverse 
is the inscription ''FAO 1945-1985''; from this 
radiate a mass of delicate and finely delineated 
ears of grain, recalling the symbol of FAO. 
Sculptor: Werner Niermann, FR Germany

Ematernat ional Year of the Forest 





The S6thmeession or, tne FAO council proclaimed 1985 to be the Interna- 
tional Year of the Forest to emphasize that forest conservation has 
become one of the most pressing environmental problems, and that society 
cannot afford further damagé and degradation to the world's forest 
resources. A special series of six medals have been designed by artists 
training aterie. Medatutve School of the Italian State Mint. Each medal 
(issued in_potmepronze and silver) is dedicated to a particular region.

This piece is dedicated to the 9th World Forestry Congress, which 
took place in Mexico City 1-12 July 1985. The obverse features 

a dryad, or ancient Greek tree goddess, protector of the forests, 
and oears the inscription “IX WORLD FORESTRY CONGRESS''. On the 
reverse is a deeply rooted tree made of three human hands, an 
allegory of our dependence on the forest, and of our need to 
cooperate in preserving it. 





The six 50 mm medals each deal with a theme specific to one of the 
major regions of the world and carries a suitable slogan. They are: 





ASIA: Preserve Forests - Prevent Erosion 
The obverse shows an elephant working in a rich 
tropical forest; the reverse shows the contrast 
between an arid, eroded Landscape and a well- 
managed forest.

LATIN AMERICA: Develop Tropical 
Forests Wisely 
On the obverse is an Amerindian child with a 
parrot from a tropical rain forest, a delicate 
and complex eco-system requiring most protection; 
on the reverse we see workers measuring a trunk, 
symbolizing rational forestry management. 
(designed by Marzia Gandini) 





AFRICA: Plant Trees - Prevent Desert 


Overgrazing, the clearance of marginal Lands for 
agriculture and the growing demand for fuelwood, 
are leading inexorably to extension of the desert 
and the destruction of fragile environments. The 
obverse shows a farmer planting a tree, and the 
reverse a woman carrying fuelwood; women must 
often trek many kilometres each day just to meet 
minimum needs.

EUROPE: Polution threatens Forests 
Europe's forests are threatened by the polution 
caused by industrial development and a very high 
population density. The obverse suggests an ideal 
balance between nature, culture and industry, 
symbolized by the classic temple, the gothic colum, 
factory chimneys and machinery in harmony with a 
healthy, rich forest; the reverse shows the 
contrary, a forest encroached upon and destroyed 
by technological progress.

NEAR EAST: Forests Restore Soils 
The obverse shows a dead tree, the branches of 
which extent as crevices in a parched and impove- 
rished soil. The reverse features the same tree 
but in full leaf, over a crop; trees help restore 
vigour and humus to the impoverished soils typical 
of a good part of the region.

NORTH AMERICA: Forests for Better Living 
In a region Like North America, forests are a 

a vital source for human recreation, and for 
improving the environment and the quality of Life: 
the artist's designs show a harmony between the 
human being and nature.

FAO CALENDAR MEDALS 


Each year since 1981, FAO has issued a calendar medal, usually featuring one of its 
Special Action Programmes. The medals are struck by the Picchiani & Barlacchi mint 
of Florence in bronze or silver - 80 mm. The reverses are not illustrated here, but 
show the calendar and the inscription in Arabic, Chinese, French, English, Spanish 
and Italian. 


1981 - The Four Seasons 

(70 mm - struck in bronze only by the Lorioli mint 
of Milan) The four seasons are represented by four 
women, each with their characteristic fruits. 
Sculptor: Costantino Affer, Italy 
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1982 - Technical Cooperation Programme 

The obverse shows three farmers treshing 
wheat, a symbol of the cooperation necessary 
for agricultural development.

On 
each segment is shown one of the great 
food staples of the world: wheat, rice, 
sorghum, barley and maize.

FAO MEDALS 


CERES & AGRICOLA MEDALS 


The Food and Agriculture 
Organization of the United 
Nations (FAO) has been issuing 
CERES MEDALS since 1971 to 
highlight the role of women in 
dealing with world development 
problems. 

CERES, the Roman goddess of 
agriculture, is represented on 
FAO medals by _ distinguished 
women of our time who have 
made significant contributions in 
the fields of agriculture, nutrition, 
social work, women’s _ rights, 
education, and similar endeavours, 
and who share FAO and UN goals 
of freedom from hunger and want. 

Some medals feature an idealiz- 
ed Ceres, as a personal contri- 
bution of the artist to FAO goals. 
In 1977 FAO launched a series of 
AGRICOLA medals, after the 
Latin name for farmer, to honour 
men who support our Food for 
All ideal. 

This booklet illustrates the first 
twelve medals, struck in gold and 
silver, in the new CERES and 
AGRICOLA collection, as well as 
three single issues, shown on 
page 8. 


FAO COINS 


Concurrently with the Ceres 
medals struck by FAO, Central 
Banks and Ministries of Finance 
are beginning to issue legal tender 
coins and banknotes on the theme 
of rural women’s advancement. 


Nearly 200 million such coins had 
been issued in ten countries by 
early 1979, ranging from the 
portrayal of a woman _ tractor 
driver on a 5 sshilingi coin of 
Tanzania to a laboratory worker 
on a 10 millieme coin of Egypt. 
Such symbols will surely multiply 
as Central Banks take account 
of the actual and potential contri- 
bution of women to economic 
modernization and_ social life- 
enhancement.

FAO MEDAL PROCEEDS 


All proceeds from the sale of 
FAO medals are used to finance 
projects for the social and eco- 
nomic advancement of women 
and men _ in_ the’ developing 
countries. On pages 7 and 8 
we describe the first ten such 
projects devoted to rural women’s 
advancement. 
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On 21 March 1976, International Day Against Racial 
Discrimination, the Food and Agriculture Organi- 
zation of the United Nations (FAO) released the Ceres 
medal featuring Dorothy Nyembe of South Africa. 
Born in Natal in 1930, Dorothy Nyembe is a leader in 
the women’s movement and the struggle for human 
rights in South Africa. She has been arrested and 
imprisoned several times. In March 1969, Dorothy 
Nyembe was sentenced to 15 years’ imprisonment 
under the country’s apartheid laws. 


This medal portrays Dorothy Nyembe against the 
prison bars where she will remain till 1984. As 
symbols of freedom and agricultural advancement, the 
medal reverse shows hands breaking their chains and 
supporting a pot in the shape of southern Africa from 
which maize, a major African crop, is growing. 


Michael Hibbit, the British sculptor, designed this 
inspiring medal, struck in Arezzo by the Gori & 
Zucchi Mint. 


This medal portrays Fatima Abdel Mahmoud as Ceres, 
surrounded by cotton motifs, a reminder of the im- 
portance of this crop to the Sudanese economy. The 
medal reverse is an inscription of a verse from the 
Koran: ‘‘Work, for God will see the result of your 
work, and so will His Prophet and the Faithful’’ 
(9:105). 


Minister for Social Affairs of the Democratic Republic 
of Sudan since 1976, Dr. Mahmoud is also involved in 
many other official duties dealing with peace, social 
welfare and child care. Dedicated to the activities of 
Sudanese women in agriculture, Dr. Mahmoud has 
written several books and articles on population, 
family planning and women’s affairs. 


The portrait of Dr. Mahmoud was designed by the 
Italian medallist-engraver Sergio Giandomenico, and 
calligraphy for the inscription on the medal reverse is 
by Abdel Muniem Awad. The Gori & Zucchi Mint of 
Arezzo struck the medal. 


FAO has launched a new series of medals, bearing 
the word AGRICOLA, the Latin for farmer, to honour 
distinguished men of our time who have made im- 
portant contributions to FAO’s Food for All goal. 
The first FAO Agricola medal features Dr. Julius K. 
Nyerere, President of the United Republic of Tanzania, 
on the portrait side. His Ujamaa ‘Familyhood’ village 
development programme, promulgated on 5 February 
1967 in his Arusha Declaration on socialism and 
self-reliance, is commemorated with this medallic 
issue. 


The medal reverse summarizes his philosophy: the hoe 
representing agriculture, while the cogwheel 
symbolizes industry and the eventual mechanization 
of present back-breaking farming methods. Sculpted 
by the British medallist, Michael Rizzello, the medal 
was struck at the Bertoni Mint in Milan. 


On the portrait side of this FAO medal, Princess Grace 
of Monaco is shown surrounded by wheat motifs. 


Princess Grace is well-known for her longtime 
dedication to Red Cross activities. The reverse side of 
the medal highlights her extensive work with young 
people. The inscription ‘‘For Friends of Young People”’, 
in both English and French, recalls Princess Grace’s 
honorary presidency of the World Association of 
Young People’s Friends, an organization founded in 
Monaco in 1963 which aims at ensuring the physical, 
moral and spiritual well-being of children everywhere 
in the world, regardless of race, nationality or religion. 


Struck at the Bertoni Mint, Milan, the medal was 
created by the Italian sculptor Pietro Giampaoli, who 
also designed Italy’s first 500 lire coin in 1958. 








On the portrait side of the medal, Sirimavo 
Bandaranaike’s pendant is in the shape of Sri Lanka, 
and she is holding a sheaf of rice. The medal reverse 
illustrates her concern for a peace zone in the Indian 
Ocean and recalls the Non-Alligned Summit Conference 
held in Colombo from 17 to 19 August 1976. 


The world’s first woman Prime Minister, Sirimavo 
Bandaranaike of Sri Lanka is a longtime worker in 
women’s movements. Mrs. Bandaranaike was an initial 
proponent of FAO's International Fertilizer Scheme, 
whose purpose is, in her words, ‘‘to enable developing 
countries to continue the green revolution” and attain 
food self-sufficiency. Social welfare is another of her 
main areas of interest, including free education and 
medical care, with particular emphasis on women’s 
development and family planning. 


The medal was struck by the Gori & Zucchi Mint, 
Arezzo. 


On the portrait side of this FAO medal, Farah Pahlavi 
of Iran is shown wearing jewels made from ears of 
wheat, symbolic of the goddess Ceres whom she 
represents. The medal reverse features a rose motif 
from a Persian carpet and the inscription: ‘‘Who 
Works the Soil Sings Nature’s Legend’’, calling 
attention to the Shahbanou’s interest in promoting 
rural handicrafts and developing the land _ for 
agriculture. 


Concerned with the development of her country and 
the improvement of the living conditions of her 
people, Farah Pahlavi devotes much of her time and 
energy working on plans for social, educational and 
cultural reform. 


Sculpted by Sergio Giandomenico, a leading Italian 
medallist-engraver, the Farah Pahlavi medal was struck 
by the Gori & Zucchi Mint, Arezzo. 


The mother of President Carter worked for many 
years as a registered nurse and was one of the first 
proponents of civil rights in her own community. 
MissLillian became a Peace Corps volunteer at the age 
of 68 and served as a nurse in the town of Vikhroli, 
near Bombay in India, treating sufferers from many 
diseases, including cholera and leprosy. 


A portrait of Lillian Carter appears on the medal 
obverse, while the reverse shows three nurses, black, 
white and Indian, with the inscription: ““‘Human 
kindness and caring — heal beyond any wall”’. 


The medal was sculpted by Frank Gasparro, chief 
engraver of the U.S. Mint, in his private capacity, 
and was struck at the Gori & Zucchi Mint, Arezzo. 


Ettore Calvelli of Milan, a leading Italian medallist, 
has created a new Idealized Ceres medal. 


A simple shepherd girl, Claudia Tomasi from Ponte 
di Legno, in the mountains of northern Italy, so 
inspired the artist with her sweetness and grace that 
he portrayed her on the obverse of this medal in an 
idealized interpretation of Ceres, the ancient Roman 
goddess of agriculture. 


Contrasting with the almost dream-like quality of the 
portrait of the shepherdess as Ceres is the reverse of 
the medal. People seated around a poor, roughhewn 
table, with the inscription ‘‘Fiat Panis’’ (Food for 
All), are the figures used by the artist to communicate 
his message of brotherhood and solidarity. 


The Bertoni Mint of Milan struck the medal. 














This FAO Ceres medal features Dr. Cicely Williams, 
British nutritionist and pediatrician. Born in Jamaica, 
Dr. Williams began her major work in Ghana, then 
known as the Gold Coast, where she studied protein 
malnutrition in infants. This condition was later 
introduced into medical literature by Cicely Williams 
with the name of kwashiorkor. 


Dr. Williams has devoted more than 50 years to the 
integration of nutrition with maternal and child care. 
The World Health Organization called her in 1948 to 
head its first Section on Maternal and Child Health. 
Cicely Williams’ work in mother and child health 
comprises over fifty publications, research and 
teaching. 


Lady Juliet Simpson designed the Ceres medal 
honouring Dr. Williams. ‘Food and Health for All”, 
the inscription on the reverse, expresses the shared 
goals of FAO and this rare practitioner of medicine 
and pediatrics. The medal was struck at the Bertoni 
Mint, Milan. 


Ceres, the Roman goddess of agriculture is represented 
on this FAO medal by Dr. Helen Newton Turner of 
Australia, a world expert in animal genetics. Her field 
of specialization is the science of sheep breeding, 
particularly selection in the breeding of the Australian 
Merino. 


Dr. Turner has worked as an FAO consultant on sheep 
projects, and has given seminars and lectures on her 
speciality all over the world. She has also been active 
in obtaining funds to provide scholarships for the 
education of Australian aborigines and in supervising 
the training of post-graduate students in animal 
breeding from many countries. 


The portrait of Helen Newton Turner as Ceres appears 
on the medal obverse, while the reverse shows a 
Merino ewe and two lambs, with a genetic formula 
referring to the selection for twinning in Merinos. 


Designed by Marie Louise Radziwill, the medal was 
struck at the Bertoni Mint in Milan. 


Pauline Jewett, President of Simon Fraser University 
of Vancouver, is the first woman in the world to hold 
this position in a major coeducational university. 
She is a strong supporter of FAO and UN goals of 
freedom from hunger and want and the advancement 
of women’s rights. 


Author of articles on government and_ political 
problems, former lecturer in political science at 
Wellesley College in Massachusetts, and at Queen’s 
University, one-time Member of Parliament from 
Northumberland in Ontario, Pauline Jewett is also 
former director of the Institute of Canadian Studies 
at Carleton University, Ottawa. 


The inscription: ‘‘A hungry man is not a free man” 
is a quotation from Adlai Stevenson. Together with 
the tree of knowledge it forms the motif on the 
reverse of the medal. 


A fine portrait of Dr. Jewett and stylized ears of 
wheat make up the medal obverse. Designed by the 
Canadian sculptor-medallist, Dora de Pédery-Hunt, 
the medal was struck in Milan at the Bertoni Mint. 


An idealized portrait of the Roman goddess of agricul- 
ture forms the design on the obverse of this medal 
sculpted by Ettore Calvelli. 


The figures on the reverse are a newborn child and its 
Parents, surrounded by a tangle of wires and lines. 
The scene represents the obstacles that must be faced 
by those born to and living in hunger, that part of 
humanity to which FAO's work is dedicated. 


The Bertoni Mint, Milan, produced the medal. 








RURAL WOMEN’S ADVANCEMENT 


Projects Funded from FAO Medal Proceeds 


One of the major objectives of the FAO Medal Programme 
is to promote the advancement of rural women, both socially 
and financially. 

Too often agricultural modernization aggravates economi- 
cally the already unsatisfactory social position of women: it 
gives men, as heads of households, easier access to farm credit, 
cooperative membership and mechanized employment, leaving 
women longer hours of drudgery in the subsistence sector of 
the economy, but without the compensating cash income and 
community services of the modern sector. 

Proceeds from the sale of FAO medals are used to finance 
projects aimed at improving the quality of life of rural women, 
in particular by lessening drudgery and helping women 
generate their own income. 

Some of the projects promote women’s participation in 
rural cooperatives, such as the one that will benefit groups of 
women in the FAO Mothers’ Committees in the Mexican states 
of Guerrero and Zacatecas. A series of filmstrips to be used in 
training programmes on agricultural cooperatives will also be 
produced in Mexico. 

In Honduras, groups of farming women will form a 
vegetable gardening cooperative in the course of a two-year 
project. Preparations are underway in Colombia for an 
education programme for farm women, emphasizing family

life, population control, agricultural production and 
community development. 

Other projects deal with credit for women. The purpose of 
the one in Tanzania is to encourage Ujamaa village women in 
the poorest regions to invest in small industries. Access to 
institutional credit and savings facilities are the goals of 
another project organized for women in Kenya, Tanzania 
and Zambia. 

A home economics project has been tailored for students 
at the Faculty of Agriculture of the University College of 
Swaziland to give the young women practical training in 
home management and improvement, budgeting, nutrition 
and gardening. 

Two of the projects, in Ghana and in Haiti, are directed 
toward developing the marketing skills of women in rural 
areas who grow their own crops and sell them in local 
markets. In India, a project has been set up to train rural 
women to produce traditional embroidery and to market 
the finished products. 

Funded by the FAO Medal Programme, these projects 
will be carried out with the cooperation of Ministries of 
Agriculture and other government agencies, development 
banks, universities and women’s organizations in the 
various countries. 


Women’s Programme in Agricultural Credit and Banking, in Kenya, 1979/80 $50,000

Conducting seminars on the marketing of produce and making credit 
available to women are the objectives of this project, now in preparation.

One hundred and twenty rural women will form a cooperative in the 
Jamastran Valley for the cultivation of vegetables to be sold in 


local markets.

Income Generation through Women’s Embroidery Centre, Karnataka 
The objective of the project is to promote the employment of rural

BINAY RANJAN SEN 


The FAO Agricola medal of Binay Ranjan Sen 
bears his portrait and a sheaf of rice on the 
obverse. The reverse features an inscription, a 
quote from his inaugural speech in launching the 
Freedom from Hunger Campaign, that reads: 
“One man’s freedom from hunger and want is 
neither a true nor a secure freedom until all 
men are free from hunger and want.” 


Dr. Sen was Director-General of FAO from 1957 
to 1967, following a distinguished career in the 
service of India. The medal was designed by 
Sergio Giandomenico, an_ Italian medallist- 
engraver, and was struck at the Picchiani & 
Barlacchi Mint in Florence. 


SIRIKIT OF THAILAND 


This Ceres medal features Queen Sirikit of 
Thailand and commemorates the 90th anni- 
versary of the International Council of Women. 
The reverse shows a woman in Thai farming 
headdress, with a sheaf of rice, and in the back- 
ground a man measuring paddy. 


Queen Sirikit has made outstanding contributions 
to the wellbeing of the Thai people, particularly 
through her work with the rural poor in setting 
up cottage industries. Her efforts have given rural 
women an opportunity to generate their own 
income, and her active support of Thailand's 
National Council of Women has shown her belief 
in the increasingly important status of women in 
today’s world. Marie Louise Radziwill, a young 
sculptress living in Rome, designed the medal. 
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MONSIGNOR LIGUTTI 


The portrait side of this FAO Agricola medal 
shows Monsignor Luigi G. Ligutti with the 
Agrimissio symbol, a cross and a_ plough. 
Founded by Monsignor Ligutti, Agrimissio is 
an organization that fosters collaboration 
between religious leaders and development 
agencies, especially FAO, to get a better under- 
standing of the fundamental role of rural people 
in economic and social development. Monsignor 
Ligutti in 1948 became the first Observer of the 
Vatican to FAO, a position he held till retiring in 
1971. 


Saint Isidore, the 12th century Spanish patron of 
farmers, ploughing with two winged oxen, is the 
design on the reverse of this medal sculpted by 
Guido Veroi. The medal was struck in Florence 
by Picchiani & Barlacchi.

1981 has been designated by the UN General Assembly as the 
International Year of Disabled Persons, with the aims of pro- 
moting the rights of disabled persons to participate fully in the 
social life and development of the societies in which they live, 
to enjoy living conditions equal to those of other citizens, and 
to an equal share in the improvements in living conditions 
resulting from social and economic development. 


THE SCULPTOR 


To mark this Year the FAO Medal Programme has issued a 
medal designed by Giorgio Massimi, a young disabled Italian 
artist, and sculpted with the assistance of Luciano Zanelli. 
Giorgio Massimi lives in a small self-supporting community 
centre for disabled young persons in a village south of Rome, 
and started his artistic career in ceramics, before becoming 
interested in medallic art. He has chosen to stress the theme of 
‘Full Participation and Equality’ by using the symbol of the bee, 
since it is one of the most social of insects. 


THE MEDAL 


The beekeeping theme of the obverse stresses the dignity and 
ability of disabled persons who work. By emphasizing the 
protective clothing of the beekeeper he has depicted someone 
independent of sex or nationality. The reverse shows the bees 
in a cellular structure, the 1YDP emblem, and the inscription 
‘Full Participation and Equality’ to emphasize that, although 
different, all people have a role to play in society.

Food Day on 16 October 1981. The Day aims at mobilizing 
international action to combat hunger, malnutrition and 
poverty. 


WORLD FOOD DAY MEDAL 


With this objective in mind, the FAO has issued a medal 
specially designed and sculpted by Professor Pietro 
Annigoni. The obverse shows the haunting and powerful 
face of hunger personified, a symbolic reminder to all of 
the basic human right to food, which is as fundamental as 
the right to life itself. The thorns below the head symbolize 
suffering and drought. In sharp contrast, the reverse shows 
a land of plenty. Standing out against a field of ripe wheat, 
the stalks in the foreground recall the FAO symbol and its 
motto, ‘Fiat Panis’ — ‘Let there be Bread’. The inscription 
reads simply ‘World Food Day 16 October 1981’ and ‘FAO 
Rome’. The medal has been struck by the Italian State 
Mint, with its usual technical mastery. 


THE SCULPTOR 


Professor Pietro Annigoni, the sculptor of the medal, is one 
of the most famous contemporary Italian artists. Born in 
Milan and now living in Florence, Professor Annigoni is 
known as the ‘Painter of Queens’ for his portraits of 
royalty, especially his portrait of Her Majesty Queen 
Elizabeth I! of Great Britain. Among his greatest works 
are also the frescos in the Abbey of Montecassino and in 
the church of Ponte Buggianese in the Tuscan countryside. 
His work is profound and evocative and on the World Food 
Day medal he has brought into sharp contrast the vital 
difference between ‘want’ and ‘plenty’.
